One of thefe Paffes 
is juft oppofite to the Town, through which isc 
managed moft of the Trade of that Province of 
Arabia, called Al Yaman*, which 1s full of po- 
pulous Cities, fruitful, and of great Trade. /- 
buqueque no fooner arrived, but he landed and 
entered the Town; fome of whofe Inhabitants 
fled to the Mountains, and others were flain in 
the Streets.

ALFONSO DE ALBUQUERQUE pre- 
fently advertifed the King, and Khojah Attar, of 
his Arrival; and they anfwered, that as for the 
Tribute of 15,000 Xcraphines, they were ready 
to pay it, but would not confent to the building 
a Fort, He therefore refolved again to befiege e 
the Ifland, and ordered Martin Coello, with his 
Ship, to guard the Point Turuméaka, where the 
Wells are: Diego de Melo was pofted oppofite to 
the Ifand Keybom; he, and Francifco de Tavera, 
before the City.

nnon. Next Day a gallant Aor came trom 
the King to tell the Vicc-Roy, that if he came 
for Merchandize, it was ready. The Meflenger 
was received with great State and Courtefy. The 
Anfwer was, that the Merchandize he fought for 
was fome Portugueze, left there by S:queira , and 
that having gotten them, he would let the King 
know his farther Demands. Beng terrified with 
this Anfwer, 1t was agreed to buy off the Dan-~ 
gers by reftoring the Portuguexe, and paying a 

um of Money’ But Prince Aladim [ Ala’ddin} 

his Brother-in-Law, the King of Pahang, hin- 
dered it. Whereupon Alburquerque began fome 
military Execution, which obliged the King to 
reftore the Captives, and fend other Meflages - 
To which the Vice-Roy returned for An{fwer, 
that he offered him Peace upon Condition he 
permitted him inftantly to raife a Fort there, and 
repay’d the Charge of his and Sequeira coming 
to that Port; fince his Falfhood had been the 
Caufe of all the Damage fuftained ; and that he 
muft immediately return an Anfwer, whether 
he chofe Peace or War. The King defired an 
Accommodation, but his Son and Buiother-in- 
Law oppofed it, 

THE twenty-fourth of 
landed his Men: The hotteft of the Difpute was 
about gaining of the Bridge; which was defend- 
ed by the Prince, and, King of Pahang. Kirg 
Mbhammed came there alto himfelf on a bulky 
Elephant, with two more carrying Caftles on 
their Backs; whence flew Showers of Darts - 
But the Beafts, being wounded, fled ; and, tramp- 
ling down their own Men, made way for the 
reft of the Portugueze to join thofe at the Bridge, 
where Albuquerque then fortified himfelf: How- 
ever his Men being faint, through Héat and 
want of Food, towards Night he retired with 
them to the Ships, where ten died of poifoned 
The Enemy’s Lofs was not owned. 
The King of dhhee J went away on Pretence of 
bringing a Recruit, but returned no more. Mean 
while King A&hammed was bufied in undermin- 
ing the Streets, and covering them with poifon- 
ed Thorns ; being induftrious alfo to fecure the 
Bridge. Albuquerque fent Antonie de Abreu, ina

tepueze, ard 200 Malabars. 

In nine Days Time, all the Moors were kil- 
led, or driven out of that great City, which 
was peopled apain by Strangers and fome Afala- 
yans; to whom Leave was granted. Among 
chess came Utimuts Raja, that powerful Native 
of Java, whofe Son had like to have killed Se- 

tra. The Soldiers had three Days Liberty to 
plunder. There were found 3000 Pieces of great 
Cannon, out of 8000, that 
lied upon; who, with the reft, reured to Bin- 
tam [ Bmtang] where he and Prince Ala’ddin for- 
tified themfelves; but Albuguerque fending thither 
400 of his Men, along with 400 of Utimuti 
Raya’s, and 300 belunging to the Merchants of 
Pegu; they put the Prince to Flight, and took 
feven Elephants with coftly T'rappings. A4o- 
hammered, who now wandered in the Woods with 
his Son, whofe Obftinacy he blamed, they fell 
at Variance, and parted. 
built a Fort at Malatka (which, for its Beauty, 
he called Hfermafa) and a Church. He alfo coin- 
ed Money, as he had done at Gea, of different 
Species ; and feattered fome among the People: 
By which, and other commendable A@ions, he 
gained the Hearts of the Strangers, and fecured 
this moft important Place. 

ALBUQUERQUE knowing it is fome- 
times convenient to truftan Enemy, gave the 
Command of the Adcors in the City to Utimuti 
Raya : But difcovering, that he correfponded with 
Prince Mla’ddin, on Pretence to reftore him, 
but, in Reality, to fet up himfelf, he, his Son, 
and Son-in-Law, were apprehended ; and (after 
Conviétion) publickly executed on the Scaffold 
they had erected for Sequeira, ‘This was the firit 
Piece of public Juftice, executed by the Portu- 
guexe in hedia. Two other Princes went about 
by Artifice to poffefs AMalakea, but did not fuc- 
ceed. Albuquergue received here feveral Embaf- 
fies, caries one from the King of Siam, 
who rejoiced to fee his Quarrel revenged. He 
alfo fent Ambaffadors to Siam and Prgu, with

Tue City of Aden is feated near the Coaft of 
Arabia Felix, and the Mouth of the Red-Sea, 
Over it appears the Mountain Araiza, all a bar~ 
ren Rock, divided in many Cliffs. The Town 
from the Sca, Jooks beautiful and ftrong. It is 
rich and famous for the great Refort of many 
Nations : But Water is fo fcarc, it depends only 
upon a few Wells and Cifterns; nor do the 
Clouds fupply them above once in three Years: 
Whence it 1s void of all Trees, Plants and Or- 
chards, the Delight and Pleafure uf other Towns. 

THuHey attempted to take this Town by fealing 
the Walls. But the Ladders breaking feveral 
Times, they were obliged to retire in four Davs 
with Lofs ; after taking a Bulwark which guard- 
ed the Port, with thirty-nine great Pieces of 
Cannon, and burning the Ships which were firft 
plundered. 


From thence they failed to the Red-Sea, be-ped sea pp 
ing the firft Portugueze who had entered it. entered. 
f They took four rich Ships at the Iftand of Kama- 


san, where they were obliged to winter. In Fx- 
fy they departed, and coming again before dds,

In Auguft he anchored off Diu, demanding of 
Malek Azz Leave to build a Fort. Ma/k mana- 
ped him with great Addrefs, referring him to the 
King of Kambaya ; who granted that Liberty, on 
Condition that he might build another at AZa- 
lakkas 

Mean while Afalakka was in great Danger 
of being taken by Pati Quiter, who at lift was 
obliged to fly to Fava, his native Country, from 
whence Pati Unuz, Lord of the City Fapara 
(after King of Sunda) failed with a Fleet of 
Hinety Ships, fome as large as Gallcons, with 
12,000 Men to fall upon Malakka. He had been 
feven Years making this Preparation, and kept 
Intelligence with the ‘favans in that City: But 
Fernando Perez, with feventcen Ships, 350 Por- 
tuguexe, and fome Natives, after two furious En- 
gagements, put Unuz to Flight in his greateft 
Ship; for which a Merchant of MJalakka offered 
10,000 Ducats, in cafe 1t was taken. The Fa- 
vans from this Time were banifhed for ever out 
of the Place; which foon after Mohammed, its 
late King, endeavoured to furprize by Stratagem, 
and was very near fucceeding. 

Tue twentieth of February, 1514, Albu- 
guerque sefolving to attack Harmiz, or Ormiz, 
fet out with a Fleet of twenty-feven Sail, where- 
m were 1500 Portuguexe, befides 600 Malabars, 
and Kandrias, Coming to Anchor in the Port 
the twenty-fixth of Adarch, there prefently came 
aboard a Vifit, and Prefents from the King. 
The Vice-Roy fent to demand the Delivery of 
the Fort he had began there; and that fome 
principal Men fhould be fent with the Inftru- 
ment of the Submiffion made of that Kingdom, 
by King Sayf addin. Every thing was confent- 
ed to, becaufe there was no Power to refift. Raez 
(or Reis) Nir addin, the Governor, with his 
Nephew, came to ratify all; and was fent 
back with rich Prefents for themfelves, and a va- 
Juable Collar of Gold for the King. Public Re- 
joicing was made on both Sides for this Agree- 
ment. After which, Albuquerque went on with 
building the Fort, ncar which, on a Scaffold, he 
received an Ambaffador, that came from J/macl 
King of Perfia; with Prefents confifting of Oun- 
ces, Brocards, Precious Stones, Jewels of Gold 
and Silks. The Treaty was concluded with mu- 
tual Satisfaction.

el. He had got the entire Afcendant of the King, 77,¥ 
and had brought People fecretly into the City gust, 
to kill him, when there was a favourable Orpor- 
tunity. Albuquerque, to deliver Seyf addin, propo- 
fed an Interview with him , when Hamer enter - 
ing foremoft rudely, and being known to be fe- 
cretly armed, the Vice-Roy ordered his Officers 
to kill him. While the Fort was finfing, /- 
buquerque perfuaded the King, that it was for 
the Safety of the City, to put all ats Cannon in- 
to the Fort Which with fome Relu@tancy he 
confented to; and the Command thereof was 
given to Peter de Albuquerque. Thus was this rich 
,and powerful Kingdom brought under Subjection 
to the Portugueze. 

Soon after, the Vice-Roy falling fick, was athuquer 
perfuaded to return to India, for Recovery oir out 
his Health. ee

In the Way meeting with News*” , 
that a new Governor was come from Portugal, 
with Orders for him to return home, he broke 
out into fome Complaint , after which he was 
ferzed with a profound Melancholy, and died up 
on the Bar of Goa, the fixteenth of December, 
1515, in the fixty-third Year of his Age. He 
was fecond Son to Gonzalo de Albuquerque, Lord 
of Villa verde, and of Donna Leonora de Mene/es, 
Daughter of Alvaro Gonzales de Atayde, filt 

d Count of Atouguia®. He had been Mafter of 

the Horfe to King Fobn the Second . Of a mode- 

rate Stature; his Countenance pleafing, and ve- 
nerable by the Beard, that reached below his 

Girdle, to which he wore rt knotted ; that and

his Breeches, Doublet, Cloak, Cap and Coif 
all black, with gold Trimming ; the Waiftcoat 
ftriped with green Velvet, ftrewed with fmall 

Spots, like Studs: It was doubted whether he was 

a better Man‘ or “Officer. When angry, his 

Looks fomewhat terrible; when merry, pleafant 

and witty. He was twice before Ormiiz, twice 

before Goa, and twice before AMalakka, three 
famous Iflands and Kingdoms in 4fa, whereof 
he glorioufly triumphed He was the firft Go- 
vernor of Jndia, as his Predeceflor was the firft 

Vice-Roy.

Alfonfa de Albuquerque. Scarce had they one 
Succeffor who did not manifeftly decline, or at 
Jeaft had a Mixture of Valour and Timorouf- 
nefs, of Moderation and Covetoufnefs, wherein 
the Vices were predominant, Let an unbuaffed 
Judgment here refle& upon the Exploits of the 
Portuguexe in gaining this Afiatic Crown, and it 
will appear, that only Pacheco could have forged 


it with that fiery Heat, which melted the Aims b 


and Riches of the obftinate Sanurin, that only 
Almeyda could have filed and polifhed it, by ap- 
plying his own and his Son’s Sword, which 
brought it into Form, by humbling the Tur hij 
Pride, and that only the great Mbuguerque giving 
the finifhing Strokes, could have fet in it the 
moft precious Jewels of Goa, Malakka and Or- 
miz. For they entering witha few ordinary 
Ships, and a moft inconfiderable Number of Men 
into fuch far diftant Regions, where they were 
furrounded by numerous Squadrons, and oppofed 
by ftrong fortified Places, without any Friends 
to affift them, or fcarce a Tree to give them 
Shelter, muft have loft the very Hopes of retura- 
ing to their native Country: Yet, by their un- 
daunted Bravery, they rufhed through Showers 
of heavy Ball and poifoned Arrows; and, by the 
Force of their Arms, opened deep Trenches. 
raifed high Walls, and took Poileffion of ftately 
Cities and fpacious Territories.

one half Soldiers, the other half Seamen. Coming 
before Aden, Miranurzan finding himfelf de- 
fencclefs, (by reafon a Picce of the Wall was 


c beaten down by Raez Soliman, Admiral of the 


Suez Fleet) made a Virtue of Neceffity, and of- 
fered the Keys to Lope Soarez: Who, oleafed with 
this Flattery, trufted to him, and took not Pof- 
feffion of the City; intending to do it at his Re- 
turn Hearing that Solimdn,by Strefs of Weather, 
was driven to Fodda, and had no Defence, he 
refolyed to fail thither, up the Red-Sea. 
FODDA, or asthe Arabs call wt, Fidda, is

ing all a deep Sand. The Buildings are good, 
but not the Harbour. The Inhabitants are of

So/imdn pro- 
pofedea private Combat between Man and Man, 
but the Governor would not permit it, faying, 
he would anfwer afhore. The City was terrified 
by the firmg a Galleon, while the Governor 
founded the Channel that goes up to it, So/eyman 
appeafede the Tumult, and appeared with fome 
Men without the Walls, while Multitudes ap- 
peared on them, braving the Portugueze with 
loud Cries; who feeing that Lope Soarez neglect- 
ed landing, began to complain of the Delay. 
He appeafed them by fhewing his Inftructions ; 
which were not to attack the City, but the 
Fleet: And not being able to effect this, he re- 
tired to the Ifland of Kamardn. From hence, 
after fuffering much by Famine, and lofing fe- 
yenteen Men, taken by the A4Zrs, he went to 
Zeyla, a City at the Mouth of the Red-Sea, on 
the 4fiican Shore, and the great Market of 
thofe Parts; which being unprovided, was eafily 
taken and burnt. When he came to Aden, the 
Wall being now repaired, M4: aairzan refufed 
to deliver the Place, by forming Delays. Being 
thus baffled, he failed for Barbora, defigning to do 
at that City what he had done at Zey/a ; but the 
Fleet being fcattered by Storms, and 800 Men 
loft, the Attempt was deferred till next Year, when 
it was taken without Refiftance, and burned. 

Mean Time great Diforders reigned at Goa, 
which at laft brought on a fhore Siege > The fame 
Mistortune attended MMaulakka, through the 1ll 
Government of George de Brito, and Animofities 
of others ; whofe tyrannical Treatment made the 
Inhabitants fly, and brought the late King with 
a confiderable Force to recover it: So that had 
not Don Alexia de Menefes come with 300 Men, 
the Portugueze Poffeffion there had been at an 
End. After which the King of Siam, who hated 
the Adcors, fent Siamefe, at the Requeft of a 
Portugueze Ambaflador, to people Malakka, 
which now became fecure. 

Tue I[fland of Ceylon, (called by the antient 
Inhabitants Maenare, and by the 4rabs and Per-

nagar being the other two) Fernan Perez de An- 
drada arrived the fame Year (1517) after many 
Difficulties at Quan tong (or Kanton) in China’, 
where he fettled a Trade on that Coaft, and re- 
turned loaden with Riches to Malakka. Whence, 
in 1518, he went with Don Mode to Kachin : 
But was no fooner gone, than the King of Bin- 
tang (who waited that Opportunity, though he

LEGO LOPEZ DE SEQUEYRA, 

Governor of India, after Lops Soarez, hav- 
ing treated with Adalck azz, to ere& a Fort at 
Dm, and being put off with Delays, refolved to 
compafs it by Force. For this Purpofe he gather- 
ed forty Veffels of all Sorts, and in them 3000 
Portugueze, with 800 Malabars and Kanarms : 
The greateft Fleet of theirs that had ever been 
feen in thofe Seas, But coming before it, the 
ninth of February, 1520-21; and finding it had 
been fortified and retrenched, in a furprizing 
Manner, as well as seinforced with a ftrong Ga- 
rifon, it was agreed in a Council of War by all 
the Officers who affifted, not to attack it: Tho’ 
afterwards they charged their own Cowardife on 
him; and thus this great Preparation came to 
nothing. To as little Purpofe was the Expediti- 
on of George de Albuquerque, Governor of Ma- 
lakka, with, eighteen Sail, and 600 Men, againit 
the King of Bmtang. This 1s an Ifland forty 
Leagues in Circumference, and as many diftant 
from Malakka. 
two ftrong Caitles, and the Rivers ftaked; fo 
that it feemed almoft inacceffible. Albuquerque 
finding st impoffible for the Ships to come up, 
landed his Men 1a Boats, to attack a Fort; but the 
Water being up to their Middles, and the Enemies 
Shot very thick, they were forced to retire with- 
out doing any Execution, many of their Men 
being wounded, and twenty flain, 

From thie Place Antonio &e Brito failed for the 
Molukko [lands ; which are in the midft of many 
others under the Line, about 300 Leagues Eaft- 
ward of Adalakka. The principal of them are 
five, Ternate, Tider, Moufel, Maquiten, and Bachan, 
about twenty-five Leagues from each other ; and 
the biggeft nor more than fix Leagues in Cir- 
cumterence. Thefe five produce Cloves, but no 
manner of Food: And the Hland Batochina, a- 
nother of them, fixty Leagues in Length, yields 
Provifton, but no Cloyes. {In fome there arg 
flaming Mountains, chiefly in Zernate. The In- 
habitants are aot great Lovers of Flefh, though 
there w Plenty, as well as of Fifth, which they 
like better: But their chief Suftenance 1 Meal 
made of the Bark of Trees refembling Palms;

Eaft-Ind:an Viands ; in one whereof he was kil- 
led in Fight, in April 1521. Gonzalo Gomez 
de Efpinofa, in the Ship Victory, arrived at the 
Molukkos, and was received by the King of Ti- 
dor, in Wlatred to the Portugueze, and thofe of 
Ternate, on the Account above mentioned. E/- 
pinofa returned to Spain, by Way of Panand, 
and left the abovementioned Command of the 
Ship to Fuan Sabaflian del Cana. Who, having 
loaded her with Spices, purfued his Courfe the 
Way the ‘Portugueze take, by the Cape of Good 
Hope; being the firft who performed that won- 
derful Voyage round the World. Their Arrival 
raifed new Contefts between the Emperor and 
King ‘ohn the Third, of Portugal. Who, by the 
former Agreement, concluded the Malukkos be- 
longed to him; and that no other Eurepean Prince 
would offer to interfere in the Trade thereof, 
Of this Difpute, and its Iifue, a particular Ac- 
count will be given hereafter.

FrERNAN PEREZ DE ANDRADA having 
fecured the Trade of China, at Quan tong, 
which proved exceeding profitable ; his Brother 
Simon, in 1521, obtained Leave to fail thither 
with five Ships. When he came to the Ifland 
Ta mi, oppofite to that City, Thomas Perez, the 
Portuguexe Ambaffador to the Chinefe Court, was 
{tii there; but foon after departed for Nan- 
king, being four Months on the Way. He fol- 
lowed the Emperor to Peking, where he was ta 
have received his Audience. Mean Time Simon 
de Andrada, through Pride and Conceit, behav- 


ed as if he had been King of the Ifland. He f 


raifed a Fort, and fet up a Gallows to terrify 
the People ; committed Violence upon the Mer- 
chants, and bought young People of both Sexes, 
without the ufual Precautions; giving Occafion 
to Kidnappers to fteal them from their Parents. 


Tueseé Things coming to the Emperor’s , 


Ears, Perez (inftead of being received as an Am- 
baflador) and his Attendants, were feized and 
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with 4 condemned to Death, as Spies: But the Sentence 1526, 


being refpited, they were fent back Prifoners  Soarez.

guexe reltored Afaladia to its King, who was a 
Subjedt of Chyna; otherwife they fhould be pu- 
nifbed, and none of their Nation ever admutte }, 
or treated but as Enemies.

They began to aét, when Duarte Co- 
ells arriving with two Veffels from Mulakka, well 
manned, he was attacked by the Hzy-tau, or Ad- 
mural of that Sea, with fifty Sail; who being 
repulfed, kept them befieged forty Days, Mean 
Time two Ships more arriving, it was refolved 
to force their Way through the Hay-taw’s Fleet, 
and get off.

RAEZ SOLIMAN, the Turk, who killed 
TuksDefign Mir Huffeyn, at Frddab, having recovered his 
mews Prince’s Favour, by delivering up the City, and 
fending a Prefent, Soltan Soliman, the Succeffor 
of Selim, fent Haydarin*, from Suez, with a 
Fleet of twenty Gallies, and five Galliots, to de- 


liver to Raez Solimdn, who was then fortifying b 


the INand of Kamardn, in the Red-Sea: Where 
Haydarin, on fome Difguft, killed him. Mufléfa 
Nephew to Reez, fucceeded him, and flew Hay- 
darin After which he fled with a few Ships, firft 
to Aden, and then to Diu, for Proteétion.

MALAKKA ben 

Bintang, Pedro Majcsreras, with twenty-one 
Ships and 1000 Men, 600 of them Malayans, 
failed to that Ifland ; and attacking the Capital, 
which was well fortified and defendid by 7000 
Men, entered it, flew 400, and took 2000 Pri- 
foners, a vaft Booty, and 300 Pieces of Cannon, 
with the Lofs of only three Portuguexe One of 
the moft glorious Actions they performed in 4- 
fia. The King was reftored on beconung Tr- 
butary. 

In the Adlukhos, Don Garaa Enriquez burnt 
Tidore, after making Peace with the King ; and 
went to expel the Spaniards out of Port Kamafa, 
and another Town in that Ifland, but were re- 
pulfed. Don George de Menefes, in his Way to 
the Molukkos, difcovered the Ifand of Borneo, 
Having fent 3 Prefent of Tapeftry to the King; 
that Prince, on beholding the Figures, cried out, 
They were Men inchanted, and would kill him tn 
the Night ; and, in fpite of all that could be faid, 
would neither fuffer the Tapeftry to remain in 
his Palace, nor the Meffengers in the Port. At 
Tidore the Portugueze were worfted by the Spani- 
ards.

HE King of Kambaya’s Fleet of eighty Bazam 
Barks, were all but feven taken or deftroy~ ‘én. 
ed by the brave Hector de Silveyra, who foon af- 
ter in 1529, took Bazaim, and mede Tana 
Tributary. Don George de Menefes, with the 
People of Yernate, fell upon thofe of Tidore, and 
the Spamards, whom they defeated, burning the 
City, and then befieging the Fort. The Span-. 4 
ards furrendercd, obliging themfelves to retire tO fubdued. ‘ 
Kamafo; not to commit Hoftilities againft the 
Portugueze, or their Friends; nor to go to any 
of the Clove Hlands. The King of Tidore was 
mare Tributaiy, and compelled not to aid the 
Spaniards. 

AFTER this Don George became of a fudden portugueze 
moft wicked and outrageous. Sufpecting that Juan 
Kachil Vaydeka, a Tidore Nobleman, had killed 
a Chinefe Sow of his, he anointed his Face with 
Bacon (which is the moft heinous Inyury that 
can be offered a Mohammedan.) In the Town of 
Tabona, he took the chief Magiftrete, and two 
‘Moors of Note. The Hands of thefe lait he cut 9 cxcrable 
off ; and, on the firft, fet two Dogs, who tore Cructy, 
his Flefh till, to fhun them, he ran into the Sea; 
where, being purfued, he defended himfelf with 


e his Teeth, till at Jaft he was drowned, almoft 


worried to Death, Another Kachil endeavouring 
to ftir up the People, to drive out both Portugueze 
and Spaniards, Bon George {eized and beheaded 
him publickly in Yernate ; which fo terrified the 
People, that moft of them, with the Queen her- 
felf, fled from the City. 

NUNNO DE CUNNA in his Way to Jn- Mombatfa 
dia this Year, took, plundered and burnt AZom- ‘red.

In 1531, Nunno de Cunna, then Governor of 
India, fet out for Div, with above four hundred 
Sal, moftly {mall Veffels, in which were 3600 
Soldiers, and 1450 Sailors, all Portugueze; befides 
above 2000 Malabars and Kandrins, 8000 Slaves 
fit for Service, and almoft 5000 Seamen. They 
attacked the Ifland of Beth, feven Leagues from 
Diu, ftrongly fortified both by Nature and Art, 
and defended by two thoufand refolute 4rabs, 
Turks, and cthers: Of whom eighteen thoufand 
were killed, and fixty Cannon taken, with the Lofs 
of only twelve Portugueze ; among whom was the 
brave Hedtor de Stlueyra, The Stay before this 
Place loft them Dix 3 which, in the Interim, was 
Is Strengeb, reinforced by Muftdfa, a Turk. The City was fur- 
rounded with Rocks and Water; and the Mouth of 
the River crofled with Chains, defended by thirty 
armed Veflels.

his Capital City. Thefe Misfortune, moved Badur, 
to apply to de Cunna for Affiftance, offering 
Leave on that Condition, to eregta Fort at Diu, 
Martin He de Soufa upon this, went to Diu, 
to fettle the Articles Which wete, that Badur 
fhould confirm all that had been done, relating to

DE CUNNA, being (ent for at Badur’s De- 
fire, repauied to Diu, and was received with much 
Honow, and Demonftration of Joy. He imme- 
diately fet about the Fort, which was foon fin. fh- 
ed, and the Command of it given to Emanuel de 
Souja, with nine hundred Por tugueze, and fixty 
Pieces of great Cannon, Flumidyzin, dcfpan ing of

Thefe put in his 
Room one Foufeea, who purfuing the former evil 
Meafures, de Gunna feut in das Place, Triffan de 
Atavde, more vile than Fouf.a. He unprifoned 
the King of Zernate, and tus Mother. Where- 
upon the People Ard, nor when they Jamented, 
were pitied by their Nowhbours, whe uj braided 
them (they are the Words of the Portucueze 


Hiftorian) for admitting fo wicked a Prople as the portumece 
Portugucze , who, fime they had Footrie im that. lonran’. 


Mana, were guilty of the moft enor mus T sllanies, 
thut could be wnagmed. Triflan, to engrofs the 
Clove Trade, quarielled with the King of Ba- 
chang; and afiled by thofe of Tirnate and Tidore, 
took and burned his City. Yet thefe and other 
Kings, at the fame Time, confpiing to extir- 
pate the Por tveneze, they were all cut off in Ter- 
nate; and %7//lan almoft flarved out of the Fort 
there, for Waut of Provifions. 


AZADA KHAN, (Gencral of Ibrahim, Adel Lands abous 
Khan) having ravaged the Country in the Neigh- Goa yrelded 


bourhood of Goa in 15 36, the Inhabitants furrende: - 
ed it to deCunna, who accepted of it. Soon after, 
thofe I.ands being invaded by Scdeyman Aga,a Turk, 
another of the Adel Khan’s Generals, he was op- 
pofed by D. fuan Pereyra, who but a Fort at 
Rachel, in Spite of him.

Cunna went ; and though apprifed of the King’s q

coming up, and feeing de Soufa in the King’s, 
entercd the fame haftily ; which giving Badur a 
Sufpicion, he ordered his Offiers to kill de Soufa. 
Diego de Mefquita, (who had affifted the King in 
his late Wars) underftanding what he faid, flew 
at, and wounding that Monarch, was flain by his 
Attendants. Here infued a bloody Fray, where- 
in four Portugueze, and feven of the Enemy, 
were flain.

AMONG many, who reforted to receive the 4 atin x00

FRANCIS DE CASTRO, fent out with 
two Priefts, was driven, by bad Weather, to Sa- 
tigana, and other Iflands, one hundred Leagues 
North of the Adolokkos* They difcovered alfo the 
Ifland Mindanao; the Kings, Queens, Nobles, 
and People, embracing the Rom/b Religion, 
wherever they came, to the Wonder of the ob- 
ftinate Mobammedans, as de Faria calls them. 
When Galvam’s Time of Government expired, 
thofe Kings begged to have him continued for 
Life. He left Zernate in a flour.fhing Condition, 
but retuined to Portugal involved with Debts ; 
thinking to meet with fome Reward for fo much 
Valour, Service, Parts, and Merit. But he found 
Contempt and Mifery, which brought him to 
die in an Hofpital. This, fays de Faria, was 
the Reward thofe who deferved beft, found in 
Portugal , where heroic A€tions were looked upon 
as Crimes, and Crimes as heroic Aétions. 

Tuis fame Year, 1538, Dix was attacked by 
Scleymdn, Bafha of Egypt, in Conjun@ion with 
the King of Kambaya’s Forces, both hy Sea and 
Land. This memorable Siege fhall be related at

BesipeEs thefe, there are others of lefler Va- 
jue. @ All of them together may be worth to their 
Commanders yearly, half a Million. The Value 
above, 1s computed for three Years. There are 
other Employments no lefs profitable than the 
Command of Forts, of which Number are the 
feveral Yoyages. That from Goa to China and 
‘Fapan, is worthto the Chief Commander 100,000 
Crowns; that from Keoromandel to Malakka, 
20,000; that from Goa to Mozambik, 24,000; 
to Ceylon, 4000, Thefe Salaries arife only out 
of the Freight of Goods ; and the Captain makes 
as much more by Way of Trade. 

‘THE Vice-Roy’s Salary is 18,000 Crowns, be- 
fides the difpofing of Places, which are all fold . 
But the chief Thing which they all look upon, is 
Trade For whcreas the King gets nothing qut 
ot India, fome Vice-Roys have cleared three, 
fume five, and fome 800,000 Ducats. All other 
Officers have great Salaries, befides their lawful 
Profits, and their more confiderable Frauds. The 
Salaries (fays my Author) are confiderable enough 
to have made Men honeft, but Avarice knows no 
Bounds. Thus much of the Temporal Power , 
let us come to the Spiritual. 

Tue Archbifhop of Gea is Metropolitan, and 
Primate of all 4fa. Kochin was made a Bifhop- 
rick inthe Year£559 Malakka, the fame Year : 
Milapor, 1607. he Bifhops of China, were 
inftituted hy Pope Pius Quintus. There ts alfo a 
Bifhop of ‘fapan, and one of the Mountain, near 
St Thomas ot Melapor. There were Bufhops of 
Perfia, as alfo Patriarchs of Ethiopia. The City 
Angamala 1s a Bifhoprick, as 3s that of Makuo, 
[or Makau]. 

LastTLy, with Regard tothe Houfes, Churches, 
and Monafteries of Religions: The Franesfeans 
have twenty-two; the Dowimnicans, nine, the 4u- 
guftins, fixteen , the Fefusts, about twenty-eight 
Monafteries, Colleges, and Seminaries, befides 
a vaft Number of Refidencies, fo called by them, 
where there are only two or three Pricfts. 

THE foregoing Account may fhew how great 
the Power and Wealth of the Pe tuguexe muft have 
been in its flourifhing State: But fince then, their 
Pofleffions have been greatly leffened, by the Ac- 
quifitions of the Eng/yb and Dutch, which latter, 
at the Time that State of Jndsa was publithed, 
had taken from them many confiderable Places, 
as they had loft Ormiiz, long before, to the Per- 
fans. In thort, the only confiderable Places they 
remain poflefled of at prefent, are Goa and Dix,

THE twenty-fecond the Ba/bd embarked, and 
removed four Miles from Suez, to the Point of 
Pharach, where there is a good Bottom, in four 
Fathom Water. Seven Men died here. This 
Place 1s twelve Miles from the Pits of Adofes. 

THE twenty-feventh, the whole Fleet left 
Suex, with a North-Weit Wind; and before 
Nightfall, caft Anchor fixty Miles thence, at a 
Place called Korondol; where Mofes ftretching 
out his Rod, divided the Sea, and Pharach was 
drowned with all his Hoft : And hence, (the Au- 
thor thinks) it came to be called the Red-Sea, 
Here they had twelve Fathom Water, and ftay- 
ed one Night. 

THE twenty-eighth, leaving Korondol, they

deftroyed, thi, Cofa Zaffir went into the Ser- 
vice of the King of Dis, called King of Kam- 
baya *, (which Is the Name of the Country) who 
gave him Lands, and made him Governo: in 
Chief of all his Kingdom. Zeffar alfo hed infi- 
nuated himfelf with the Portugawze, and gained 
their Friendfhip: But when he underftood, that 
the Turhifh Fleet was coming, he and the Vice- 
Roy of the Kingdom, came with eight thoufand 
© Indians, and took the City fromthe Portugucze, 
and befieged them in the Caftle, Not a Davy paf- 
fed without a Skirmuith. 

ALonG with Cofa Geffar, came the Prime

THE twenty-fifth, an dndian belonging to the 
Caftle, who had turned Chrifian, being taken in 
a Salley, was brought before the Rafi. who or- 
dered him to be examined But the Man rcfu- 
jing to anlwer any Qucftions, was by the Bafhi’s 
Comimand, cut in two, 

Tui fame Day, an old Man prefented him- 
felf before the Balhiy jaying, he was upwards of 
three hundred Years old ; which was confirmed 
by the People of the Country, who afferted, that 
there were feveral very old Folks thereabouts *. 

In this Country, the People are very Iean, and 
live very fparingly, and et no Beef; but mide 
on ther Oven, which aie fall and handfome, 
very tractable, and have a fort of Pace. “I hey 
make a Hole through the Noftrils of the Beaft, 
and run a Cord through, which ferves tor a Bri- 
dle They load them in the fame Manner as 
Mules are loaded. Their Horns are long and 
{trait. There 1s great Feafting on the Birth of 
one of thefe Creatures, which they have great 
Veneration tor, efpecially the Cow ; and on this 
Account, they are reckoned Jdolaters. 

Wuen any of this Sort of Men happens to 
dic, the Wife makes a great Feaft for her Rela- 
tions; after which they go dancing along, ac- 
cording to their Cuftom, to a Place where a great 
Fire is prepared, and throw the Corpfe into the 
Flames ‘They carry along with them a large 
Pot full of Greafe, fcalding hot. Then the Wi- 
dow dances round the Fire, finging the Praifes of 
her dead Hufband. After this, fhe gives one Re- 
lation a Ring, another a Gown, and fo on, tll 
fhe has nothing left on her, but a Cloth to hide 
her Nakedne(ls; and snumediately after, takes a 
Pat of the fcalding Greafe, and cafting it into 
the Fire, leaps herfelf into the Midft of st. Thofe 
about the Fire, throw upon be: the Pots with 
Greafe, to increafe the Flame ; fo that fhe is deac 
in an Infant. Thofe Women, who would be 
thought virtuous, obferve this Cuftom: And 
thofe who do not, are reputed wicked, bad Livers, 
and difhoneft ; nor will any marry with fuch after 
wards, 

Turis Country ts very rich, and produces abun- 
dance of excellent Ginger of all Sorts, and Co- 
coa Nuts; whereof they make Vinegar, Ou), 
Flour, Cordage, and Mats. The Tree refem- 
bles the Date Tree, differing in nothing but the 
Fruit and the Leaf, that of the Pulm being 
broader.

Fiect, to capitulate, becaufe they could hold out 
no longer , in Regard the Tur 4s had planted three 
Pieces of Cunnon under it, which carrying one 
hundred and fifty Pound Balls of Iron, pierced 
the Tower fiom Side to Side.

Defign, he counterfeited raifing the Siege ; and 
twelve Galicys put to Sea, that Sifveyra might 
be the eafier furprifed: But that vigilant Com- 
mander kept ftill upon his Guard, as much as 
ever. One Night fome Noife being heard, at 
the Foot of the Wall by Water, it was found 
that the Enemy were applying great Numbers 
of fcaling Ladders. They were oppofed tll 
Morning appeared, which fhewed the Place be- 
fet round, and affaulted by 14,000 Men. They 
began by playing the Cannon, and then mounted 
on all Sides, chiefly next the Commandant’s 
Houfe, where it was weakeft ; but he had pofted 
fuch Men there, as made a terrible Slaughter of 
them. Having failed in this Place, they at- 
tempted a Bulwark, pouring in Showers of Ar- 
rows and Bullets. Great was the Confufion and 
Havock on both Sides, In the Interun, came up 
fourteen Galleys, furioufly difcharging their 
great Shot, but do no Execution. At lenzth, 
Franctfeo Gouvea made them draw off; having 
battered two, and killed fome Men with his 
Cannon, 

By this Time, 200 Turks had entered the 
Bulwark, and planted there Colours. Scarce 
thirty Portuguexe were there, to oppofe them .

Colours, The Portuguese wounded and burnt, 
ran for Eafe, and dipped thomiches in fare of 
fale Watct, where feching Reficthmenr, they 
perithed with hellifh Torture. Antonio de Sil- 
veyra indefatigably repaired to every Place, en 
couraging all, Here a Soldier, wanting Ball, 
pulled out one of his Teeth, to load his Mufket ' 
The Enemy had much the better, the fecond 
Affault , which a few Gentlemen perceiving, fu- 
rioufly rufhed upon them. ‘Yuan Redrignes, 4 
Man of great Body, and as grcat Couram, ran 
out with a Barrel of Powder, crying, Char the 
Way; for here 1 carry my own, and many a Man's 
Death.

The Commander of thefe, Son- 
in-law to Khojah Zofar, being killed, his Men 
were difmayed, and turned their Backs. Thefe 
Affaults lafted above four Hours: The fame fmall 
Number of Portugueze withftanding {till freth, 
and numerous Detachments, while their Women 
in the Fort, and thofe of the Enemy on the City 
Walls, were Spectators of the whole AGion. The 
Portugueze all {mearcd with Powder, «ppeared 
like Moors, and were known by their Cloaths 
and Voice, not Colour*®: So black was their Hue 
wrought with Fire, Blood and Sweat, that every 
one looked as if hecame out of Hell. At length 
the Enemy retired, carrying off above 1000 
wounded, and leaving more than 500 Men 
killed. Of the Portugueze 14 were killed, and 
200 lay ufelefs for want of Blood: Only 40 
remained able to bear Arms, and the Weapons 
lay broken to Pieces about the Ground ; fome 
ferving fuch ag could not ftand on their Legs, for 
Crutches. No Hope was left, if the Enem 
renewed the Attack ; the Walls were all thine: 
and the Powder fpent. Nothing but Horror ap- 
peared ; only the brave S:lveyra’s Countenance 
was what encouraged all Men.

This was the firft 
Siege of Diu, which was admired throughout the 
World, and added new Luftre to the Portugurze 
Glory ; all due to the invincible Courage and 
Vigilance of the ever renowned Antonio de 
Silveyra, and thefe valiant Gentlemen, who 
were with him, 
SOLEYMAN touched at the Ports, on the 
Coaft of Arabia, and took up fome Portugueze, 
he found there. He gathered above 140, and 
cutting off their Heads, then then Ears and Nofes, 
faulted and fent them to the Great Turf, to fhew 
what he had done. Among thefe was Francifco 
Pacheco, who had rot the Courage to dic hke a 
Gentleman in his Bulwark, Soleyman being ar- 
rived at Conffantinople, and not well agreeing 
with one who afpired to his Poft, was reduced to 
Jal bimfelf. Cruel and tyrannical Men fhould 
always be their own Executioners.

Journal, was.a Portugueze Nobleman, born 
in1579, being the Son of Alvaro de Caftro,

da, Count of Abrantes. In his Youth he ferved 
at Tangier, and returning home, had a Com- 
merdary valued at 500 Ducats a Year, conferred 
on him, which was al] that a Man of his Birth 

‘ad Ment, was ever worth He ferved atter- 

wards under the Emperor Charles the Fifth, 

im the Expedition againft Zums , and refufed his

where he died, with the Title of Vice-Roy, in 
1548, when he was 48 Years ot Age We fhall 
have Occafion, heieatter, to} {peak farther of this 
great Man, who made himiclf famous in the 
fecond Siege of Diu, by the King of Kambaya’s 
Forces. In his Life, written by Jacinto Freire adi 
Andyada, there is a particular Account of this 
Siege, with a Map to iluftrate it. The Author 
treats alfo of the Difcovertes, Government, 
¢ Commerce, and other Affairs of the Portugueze 
inthe Eaft, and gives a Defcription of Jndia, 
and China. This Book was tranflated into Eng- 
Lifh, and publifhed in Folio at London in 1664. 
Sucu_ was the illuftrious Author of the fol- 
lowing Journal, which never was publifhed in 
Portugueze. But having been found (if we are 
rightly informcd) on board a Portugueze Ship, 
taken by the Engl/h, was afterwards tranflated, 
and publifhed by Purchas + Who tells us, that the 
d Original was reported to have been bought at the 
Rate of fixty Pounds, by Sir Walter Ralegh ; alfo 
that Sir Walter had it tranflated out of the Por- 
tugueze, and afterwards (as he thinks) amended 
the Didtion, befides adding many marginal 
Notes. Purchas himielf reformed the Stile, but 
with Caution (not having the Original to con- 
fult) and abbreviated the whole, in which, we 
hope, he ufed no lef, Circumfpeétion. For itis », 
ftrll (asit ftands in ghat Author) moft tntolerably 
¢ verbole, and at the fame Time, tn very many 
Places, icarce intelligible , owing, we apprekend, 
to the Tranflator’s not entring fufficiently into the 
Meaning of the Original, if not to the Fault of

The Difference of Lati- 
tude between thefe two Places then will be feven- 
teen Minutes, which, we conceive, cannot be fur 
from the Truth, if not quite exact, fince Dr. 
Pocak’s Map makes the Difference about twenty 
Minutes. ’Tis true, in Sicard’s Map of Egypt, 
and the late French Chart of the Eaftern Ocean, 
Suez is placed only two or three Minutes more 
Southwaid than Karo. But as the Authors hid 
no new Obfurvation, msue at the former Place, 
to go by, and feem to have been quite Strangers 
to Don Fobws, thar Authority can weigh but 
little againft an exprefs Obfervation, and a Map 
drawn, as Dr. Pocock’s was, (among other Helps) 
fiom one made by the Natives.

He likewre learned from them, that the 
Increafe and Overflowing of the Nile was owing 
to the great and continual Rains, which fall in 
“fune and ‘Fuly, in their Country, which alfo 
wys overflowed; and that in 4ueuf? the Rain 
ceafed, and the Water fell by degrees. As Con- 
firmation of this, he obferves, that at Méa/ua, 
in ‘June and Part of ‘Fuly, there fell great Storms, 
Rains, and Thunder , and that he could perceive 
within Land continual Tempefts, and the Sky 
blackand cloudy: Which yet the Abefhins faid gave 
but a faint Idea of what it really was. He adds, 
thac the fame Months of Fune and Fuly are the 
Winter at Cape Buena E/peranza, and all along 
that Coaft, where the Rains fall without Inter- 
muiffion. 

Upon Enquiry they farther acquainted him, 
that the River made feveral Iflands ; and, among 
the reft, one very large, with a great City on 
it, which he concludes muft be the antient AZ- 
roe; that it abounded with certain dangerous A- 
nimals, which he fuppofes to be Crocodiles; and 
that in a certain Place which they named, 1t fell 
from a large Rock, with great Noife ; but not 
fo as to make People deaf.

To prevent this 4- 
tine Tings! met him, with all the Forces he could 
mufter . But this Army was put to Flight like 
the former, by means of the Turks and the 7 - 
quebuffes. The Preshyter after this Defeat, 1c- 
treating to the Mountains, died within a fewp .: /» 
Days, in 1539. The King of Zeyla, after hisores- 
Victory, continued his March to the Mountain, 
by great Journeys ; and, arriving there, affault- 
ed it with fuch Vigour, that although it was in- 

d acceflible, yet, at length, he took it, and there- 
in the greateft Treafure that ever was known in 
the World. 

Tur loyal Abefhins, on the Presbyter’s De- pjratan

SIVAKEN +, at prefent, is one of the rich- 
eft Cities in the Eaft, ftanding on the Coaft of 
the Abefbr. It equals, if not exceeds, the moft 
eminent Places in Goodnefs and Security of the 
Port; Facility in lading and unlading Ships, 
Tiafic with remote Countries >; Strength, and 
advantageous Situation of the Town. 

Tue Harbour 1s fheltered by Nature from all 
Winds, and the Water fo fmooth and ftill, that 
the Tides are fcarce perceptihle. It is able to 
contain 200Ships, and Galleys without Number ! 
The Road hath in all Places five or fix Fathom, 
and in fome feven, The Bottom is Mud and 
may be feen, except where it ts ten or twelve d 
Fathom deep. The Ships come up clofe to the 
Shore, quite round the City, and may be laden 
by laying a Plank from them to the Merchants 
Warehoufes ; to the Doors of which the Gal- 
leys are faftened, with their Beaks ftretching over 
the Streets, which ferve as Bridges, 

As for Commerce, the Author knew no City 
that could compare with it but Lisbon: For it 
traded to both Peninfulas of the Jrdres, particu- 
larly Kambaya, Tanafarin, Prgu, and Malaka, 
within the Arabic Gulph, to Fuda, [or Fuddah] 
Kairo, and Alexandria ; befides what it carried 
on with Ethiopia, and the Land of the Abefhi, 
from whence it had vaft Quantities of Gold and 
Ivor 

FoR Strength, the City feems naturally well 
fecured, by the many Shoals, Iflands, Rocks, 
Sand-banks, and intricate Channels, that lie for 
fixteen Leagues about it; which makes the Ap- 
proach by Sea very dangerous and terrible to Na- 
vigators: Yet the Inhabitants have not taken the 
lefs Care to defend it by Art. The Situation

Botween this Ifland 
and the Coaft, on the North Side of the Nook, 
runs a great and long Channel; where a nume= 
rous Fleet may ride in feven Fathom Water, out 
of all Danger of being hurt or feen from the 
City, except their Mafts. At Sun-rife it 1s full 
Sea, and gradually ebbs, till that Star comes to the 
Meridian, when it 1s dead low Water: After that 
the Tide begins to rife, and at Sun-fet 1s full in, 
At this Time the Water does not rife in the City, 
above onc Quarter of a Yard; and along the Coaft, 
the moft that it mfeth, is a Yard and half, and, 
in fome high Places, lefs than three Quarters.

HE nineteenth of March, before Sun-fet, They have 
they left Swdaten, and anchored at the Swaken, 
Mouth of the Channel, The tenth, they de- 
parted : They lay all Night at Anchor, when a 
furprifing Quantity of Dew fell. 

Tue eleventh they had a Storm from the Wn d, 
North, which carried up the Sand of the Shore 
to agreat Height, and then fcattering it through 
the Air, made it appear like a great Mift or Smoke, 

THE tweltth, they paffed out of the Channel, 
two Leagues beyond Swaken, being about a League 
and a half from the Coaft; but met with fo ma- 
ny Rocks, Shoals, and Flats, whereon the Sea 
broke violently, that they were forced to take in 
their Sails, and row for three Hours, till they 
got clear of them. In the Evening they came

THE thirteenth, an Houp before Day, they 
pafled out of the Channel, add {aw to the Right, 
aboutsa Cannon-fhot diftant.’a very long Range of 
Shoals, which feemed to Bear the fame Courfe 
with the Coaft. At eleven the Wind {canted, 
and, blowing from the North North-Weft, that 
they could not make any Wav, they were for- 
ced to faften their Vefiels to the Rocks: But, a- 
bout two in the Afternoon, the Wind fpringing 
brifker at North North-Eaft, they bore North- 
Welt; and, coming up with the Bank of the 
Land, took in their Sails, and rowed into a very 
narrow and winding Channel, harbournng with- 
in the Bank, It is about feven Leagues beyond 
Swdken, from whence the Coaft bears North 
and South, and North by Weft, and South by 
Eaft. 

THE fifteenth, Don ohn went afhore, and ob- 
ferved, that when the Sun was two Hours above 
the Horizon, it was full Sea, and at two, 
after Noon, low Water ‘The Quantity which 
the Tide rofe was twenty-two Cubits.

TRADATE juftly merits to be ranked among 
the moft eminent Ports ; it lies in the Altitude of 
ninetecn Degrees, fifty Minutes. The Entry 
hath, in Breadth, about a fmall Falcon Shot, 
but within, runs gradually narrowing, yet the 
Dep. of Water all the Way is twenty Fathom, 
the Ground Ouze. About a quarter of a League 
inwards there are feveral Wells, affording the 
beft and greateft Quantity of Water known in 
all thefe Coats. 

THe uineteenth, they failed about three 
Leagues and a half in Sight of many Shoals; the 
Coaft ftretched North and South. The twenti- 
eth, at Sun-nfing, the Sea being ruffled with a 
North Wind, they were forced to feek Harbour 
within the Shoal, entring by a very narrow and 
troublefome Channel: After they had caft An- 
chor, the Wind came North North-Eaft. The 
twenty-firft, they departed with a tar Weft 
North-Weft Wind, and failed North, within 
half a League of the Shore. An Hour after

fair Pont; behind which, 1s the Bay of Doreo 

DOROO, 1s a very fair and great Bay, fif- 
teen Leagues and a half beyond Swaken. On the 
South Side, it thrufleth a very large and baie 
Point into the Sea, where there ts built a great 
and round Tower, refembling a Pilar’. The 
Bay is full of Iflands, Creeks and Nooks, where 
many Veffels may take Sheltcr unpercetved: The 
Mouth is clofed up all round, with a dry Shoal 
lying about a Mile off at Sea; only, oppofite ta 
the ce it leaves a narrow Entry, in which is 
found fix Fathom Water; and, advancing gra-~ 
dually, the Depth diminishes till you come into 
three Fathoms, which is the fhalloweft: The 
Ground 18 a very hard Clay, and the Courfe into 
it Eaft by North: A Cannon Shot from this 
Bay is a Well with Plenty of Water, but very 
brackilh. 

THE twenty-fecond, at Day-break, they de- 
parted with their Oars, and pafling fafely through 
the Rocks, with which the Seca was full, to 
wards ten o’Clock made their Ships faft to fome 
of them; and, about Evening, doubling a low 
Point of Land, came into a very fpacious Bay, 
called Fiifhaa®, three Leagues and a halt beyond 
Dora. ‘The Coaft between hes North and South, 
inclining a little to the Weft and Eaft. 

fUS HAA Bay 1s remarkable for a ngh and 
fharp Pike; the Latitude 1s twenty Degrees fifteen 
Minutes ; the Mouth ts made by two very low 
Points, lying North by Eaft, and South by Welt, 
a League and a half afunder. As no great Sea 
enters, there 1s a good Harbour, with an ouzy 
Bottom. At the Mouth there are ten and twelve 
Fathom Water; the Depth inward diminifhing 
till it comes to five Fathom, There is no Water 
here, and the Land ts ey and barren, Along 
the South Coaft of the Bay there lie nine hietle 
Iflands in a Row, and others fcattered elf{-wheie; 
all {mall, low, and compaffed with Shoals. 

Tue twenty-fifth, coafting the Land in Sight 
of many Rocks on the Right, at ten o’Clock 
they entered a very capacious Harbour, called

Being pafled through thi, Channel, the 
Coaft winds on both Sides, and widens, forming 
a large and fafe Port, one League in Length, 
and half in Breadth. ’Tis deep in the Middle, 
but near the Land 1s full of Shoals: There 1s no 
Water in this Place. When the Pike bears 
Weft South-Weft, you are then up with the 
Port, From hence De Gama fent all the Fleet 
back to sey bes except fifteen {mall Galleys, 
with which he continued his Voyage. 

THE thirtieth, they left 4rekea at Noon, and 
came to Anchor, four Leagues farther, in the 
Port of Salaka, twenty-fix Leagues beyond Swé- 
ken’; the Coaft bearing North and South, inclin- 
ing fomewhat to the Weft and Eaft. It 16 ob- 
fervable that, to Arekea, the Land along the 
Coaft is very low and flat as far as the Mountains 
within Land; but thenceforward, the Space be- 
tween the Mountains and Shore is full of Hil- 
locks and Eminences. 

Tue thirty-firft, they departed, and failing 
about feventcen Leagues, an Hour before Sun-fet, 
faftened themfelves to a Shoal, which 1s a League 
from the Shore, and forty-three heyond Swaten. 

From Salaka, the Coaft begins to wind very 
much, and, for a League beyond Ras al Dwaer, 
runs very low to the North North-Eaft, and at 
length makes a Point of Land; where there are 
thirteen little Heaps or Elevations of Stone, 
which the Moorish Pilots faid were Graves. 
And from this Point of the Calmes *, about two 
Leagues, the Coaft runneth Noith North-Wett ; 
and thence, as far as the Shoal where they an- 
chored. !t is the moft noted Point through all 
this Coaft, becaufe all that fail from Adafua, 
Sweken, and other Places, to Fuda [or bevel 
Alkofsir and Tor, mutt of Neceffity fetch it up. 
The Sea, for thefe feventetn Leagues, is fo full 
of Rocks and Shoals, that it feemed to the Au- 
thor fitter for wading through, than paffing even 
in Boats: Infomuch, that no Direétions can be 
given for Sailing hereabouts; but all muft be left 
entirely to Chance, and the Care of a fkilful Pilot. 

Between Salata and Ras al Dwaer there 
are three Iflands, forming a Triangle; nearer the 
latter Place of the two. The biggeft of them, 
named AMagarzawn, is about two Leagues in 
Length. It is very high Land, and without 
Water ; lying three Leagues to the South of Ras

Here 
at one of the Clock, after Noon, it was low Wa- 
ter; and full Sea, an Hour after the Moon ap- 
peared above the Hunzon Thence it ebbed till 
an Hour after fhe had paffed the Meridian; and 
then began to flow again till an Hour after that 
Planet was fet, which made full Sea. 

Tue Wind blowing from North-Weft, two 
or three Hours after Midnight, they departed , 
and in pafling between the Shoal, at the North- 
Weft Point of the Bay, and the Ifland of Babuto, 
they ftruck, and ftuck upon the Shoal. But got 
clear without Damage, and hit upon the Chan- 
mel, rowing along the Shore, again{t the Wind, 
till Day. And, on the twelfth, an Hour after 
Sun-rife, anchored in a fmall but very fafe Port, 
called in Arabic, Sharm al Kimdn, that 1s, a Chiff, 
o1 Opening of the Mountains. *Tis a League and 
halt beyond Gadenaul1, and a hundred and eight 
from Swaken, much like the Harbour of Ras al 
Jide, 

SAlLING forward along the Shore, with a 
freth Gale at Eaft-bouth-Eaft, about Noon, it 
blew fo hard, that the Sands were whirled aloft, 
and filled the Air like Clouds of Smoke. About 
Evening, the Wind blew in fuch Manner, that 
fome Ships of the Fleet feemed to be in a Calm, 
while others round them, though but a Stone’s 
Throw diftant, had fo {trong a Gale, that they 
could not carry any Sail. Preiently after, you 
fhould fee the Scene change The Veffels which 
had too much Wind before, would be of a fud- 
den becalmed ; and thofe which could not ftir, 
for Want of it, would be put in fwift Motion.

HIS Defcription was written by 42° Ufe- any thedas 
da Ifmael, Prince of Hamah, (the antient Gegraphy.

One Time he and Don Pedro de 
Almeyda, with one hundred Men, Sallied to de- 
ftroy a Mount raifed to over-look the Fort, and 
effected it, killing three hundred A4cors. Martin 
Botello, another Time, went out with ten Men, 
to take fomcbody who might give Intelligence ; d 
and falling upon eighteen, put them to Flight, 
except a bold Nud:, (or Nubian) who flanding all 
the eleven, wreftled with Botedéo; and he finding 
it hard to overcome him whilft he could touch

Next, came Luis de Melo, and Mendoza, with 4 fat 
nine Men, then Dun George, and Don Duarte de Supp. 


Menefes, with feventeen , atter them, Don Antonio 
de Atayde, and Francifco Guillerme, with fifty each 5 
and laftly, Ruy Freyre, Fa€tor of Chaul, with 
twenty-four. All together fell upon the knemy, 
then poflefled of fome of the Works, and ainong 
them, the Baftion of Sant Fage+ The Difpute was 
hot; yet the Enemy fet up their Colours on the 
Walls. Antomo Momz Rarreto made good his 
Poft with only two Soldiérs, and was going to 
quench his Flames in the Water ; but onc of the 
two, who was in the fame Condition, detained 
him, and both did Things worthy Admuration. 
Antonio Correa {allied out with twenty more, to 
difcover the Enemy, and faw twelve AdZars fit- 
ting about a Fire. He exhorted his Men to fall 
upon them, but they inftead of following him, 
fied. However, going forward, in Hopes to take 
one who might give Intelligence, he fell on, and 
behaved himiclf bravely ; yet was taken, and car- 
ried to Rumi Kban, who examined him about the 
Pofture the Fort was in, which being then very 
muferable, he reprefented fo powerful, as drove 
that General into Defpair; and moved him to 
caufe the unfortunate Prifoner to be dragged thro” 
the Streets: Then his Head being cut off, it was 
fet upon a Pole next Day in Sy f the Fort.

Ma/- 
carenbas prudently refufing to comply with their 
Motion, they broke out into open Mutiny, in Con- 
tempt of all Military Difciplins ; fcarce known, 
or at leaft not regarded by the Por tugueze Na- 
The Commander feeing tiaifelf in Danger 
of periflaing in the Fort by his own Men, fallied 
with almott five hundred in three Bodies. Pre- 
fently they gained the Enemy’s advanced Poft, 
_ forcing them to retire to their Works’ But when 
they came there, thofe who had fo infolently 
forced their Commander to this Extravagancy, 
ftood heartlefS at the Foot of the Trenches ; 
while others mounted who had been lefs forward 
with their ‘Tongues. AMfafcarenhas feeing them 
in this Pofture, upbraided their Behaviour in fuch 
picquant Terins, that roufed by Sh. me, they took 
Heart and went up. The whole Army now came 
down upon the Portugueze, who having doue 
Wonders, were forced to retire in fuch Diforger ; 
that the Enemy muft infallilly have poffeflud 
themfelves of the Fort, had not Mafcarenhas, with 
his Prudence and Courage, picvented Maate 
Khan; who with five thoufand attempted to enter, 
and was valiantly oppofed by Luss de Soufa in St. 
Thomas’s Bulwark Threefcore Men were loft in 
this AGion; and Don Fe nando de Caftro mortal- 
ly wounded in the Head. 

THE Moors had taken the Cannon of the Baf- 
tion Santiago, when Vafco de Cunna, and Luis de 
Almeyda biought a freth Rehef.

INTRODUCTION. 


LTHOUGH the Portugueze were a the Difcovery of a Paflage to the Indies fome 


the firft Europeans who fet on Foot 

Difcoveries, and had carried them on 

for many Years before 7h Said Na- 

tion, yet as foon as thofe Voyages ap- 
peared to be attended with Gain, the Engli/b were 
ready to put in fora Share, About 1471, the 
Portugueze difcovered Guinea ; and ten Years after, 
we find the Engiifv making Preparations fora Vilit 
to thofe Parts *. 

In the Year 1481, Fobn Tintam, and Wilham 
Fabian, were buly fitting out a Fleet of Ships for 
the Coaft of Guinea * Whether for their own Bene- 
fit, in Whole or Part 3 or folely on the Account 
of the Duke of Adedina Sidonta in Spain, by whofe 
Command, it is faid to have been done, we can- 
not determine. Poffibly the Span:ards, being ex- 
cluded by the Grants of Popes, in Favour of the 
Portugueze, from trading to the Left Indies, en- 
deavoured to clude them, by employing Englip- 
men in that Navigation, However it was, ie 
*fobn II. of Portugal, fenfibly alarmed at the News 
et the faid Preparations, fent two Perfons in Em- 
bafly to our Edward, in order to renew the an- 
quent Leagues with Ergland; and (what feems to 
have been the chief End of their Commiffion) 
move him to hinder the faid Fleet from putting 
to Sea, They had, in fhort, Orders to acquaint

Previous REMARKS. 


HIS and che following Voyage of Africab Mr. Eden seceived his Matcrials from Perfons 1’ 


was firft publifhed by Richard Eden in a 
{mall Collection ; which was afterwards reprint- 
ed with feveral Improvements in 4'°, by Richard 
Willes, in 1597. Hakluyt has inferted both 
thefe in his Colleétion with Eden’s Preamble, as 
if it was his own ; only he afcribes the Account 
of Africa to the right Owner <, 

EDEN tells us, in his Preamble, that he 
was prevailed on, by certain Friends, to make 
fome Mention of thefe Voyages (performed at 
the Charges of certain Merchane Adventurers of 
the City of London) that the Memory of them 
might be preferved: In regard they are the firft 
ever performed by Englifhmen; and thofe Parts 
came to be more and more frequented. He far- 
ther obferves, that this new Trade might turn 
out to the great Advantage of our Merchants, in 
cafe it was not prevented by the Ambition of fuch, 
who, om account of conquefling forty or fifty Mules 
here and there, and ereéiing certain Fortreffes, or 4 
rather Block-houfes, among naked People, think 
themfelves worthy to be Lords of half the World; 
envying that others foould enjoy the Commodities 
which they themfelves cannot wholly poffi/s. And 
although he allows, that fuch as have been at 
Charges in difcovering and conguefting (conquer- 
ing or acquiring) fuch Lands, mught be entitled 
to certain Privileges, Powers, and Advantages ; 
yet it feemed to him fomewhat rigorous, unjuit, 
and unreafonable, that thofe who by Violence 
feize the Dominions of others, thou'd deny to 
any the Liberty of Trade in Places never or but 
feldom frequented by them, and at a great Dif- 
tance from their own Marts. Thefe Reflections, 
which feem to be levelled againft the Portuguexe, 
may alfo be applied to monopolizing Companies.

Tue twelfth of Mugu/f, 1553, there failed Tee Phen 
from Portfmouth two goodly Ships, the Prsmzofe 
and Lion, with a Pinnacecalled the AZsen; furnifhed 
with 140 able-bodied Men, Ordnance and V iétu- 
als. They were commanded by two Captains, the 
one a Portugueze, called Antonio Anes Pinteado, aah of 
the Son of ‘Fuan Anes, born in a Town named, “?*” 
The eee Portugal *, a waite, difcrect and fober 
Man. ¢ was an expert Pilot, as well as pru- 
dent Captain ; and for bis Skill in Navigation had 
been in great Favour with the King of Portugal.

was Windham *, a Porfon of very different Qua- 
lities, and endowed with few or no Virtues at 
all. Ele began to fhew his evil Difpofition at 
Portfmonth, by turning out of his Ship a Kinf- 
gnan of one of the principal Merchants, con- 
cerned in the Voyages ; although it proved very 
happy for the young Man, and others wifhed he 
had ferved their Sons in the fame Manner. 

SETTING out on their Voyage, they came 
tothe Ifland of Madera, where they took in 
Wines for the Ufe of their Ships. “ At thefe 
Iflands they met with a great Galleon of the 
King of Por tugal’s, full of Men and Ordnance, 
fent out on purpofe to prevent Ships of other 
Nations from trading in thofe Seas; and parti- 
cularly to truftrate this Voyage of the Engli/h, al- 
though they could not have done it, im cafe they 
had attempted it. It feems the King of Portu- 
gal had been fecretly informed, that our Ships 
were defigned againtt his Caftle of Adina, altho’ 
nothing lefs was intended. 

HitHEeRto Windham behaved in a feemingly 
very good-natured friendly Manner to Pinteado ; 
but atter they had left Adadera, he began to change 
his Carriage’ He took upon him the fole Com- 
mand, fetting nought both by Captain Pinteado, 
and the Factors; and proceeding even to vile 
Language and Menaces. He took from Pin- 
teado the Service of the Boys, and certain 
Mariners, that were affigned him by the Order 
and Dire&tion of the Merchants, and left him 
as a common Seaman : Thus was a fenfible Mor- 
tfication to that worthy Commander ; becaufe 
nothing can affli€t a Portugueze or Spaniard more, 
than to be deprived of their Honours, 

St Nichoas, SAILING forward, and paffing by the Canaria, 
Rive Soitos. they came to the Ifland of, St. Nicholas; where 
they victualled with the Fleth of wild Goats, 
which is very plenty there, though fearce any 
thing elfe is to be met with.

PINTEADO’s View was to preferve the Reo of 
Men, well knowing their Lives would be in Be. 
Danger, either if they got thither too late, or 
too foon: If too late, they were to meet with 
the Roffia, which is their Winter ; not for Cold, 
but for fmothering Heat, with clofe and cloudy 
Air and ftormy Weather, of fuch putrifying Qua- 
lity, that 1t rotted the very Cloaths off their Backs : 

e If they arrived too foon, then they were to fear 
the feorching Heat of the Sun; which was the 
Reafon of their lingering by the Way. Thus 
was he forced, againft his Will, to bring the 
Ships to the River of Ban. Here cafting An- 
chor, they fent their Pinnace up the River fifty 
or fixty Leagues; where Captain Pmteado, Fran- 
cifeo a Portugal, Nicholas Lambart, Gentleman, 
and other Merchants landing, they were con- 
duéted to the Court, ten Leagues from thence.

Tue King isferved with great State: His No- 
blemen never look him in the Face, but fit cow- 
ring upon their Buttocks, with ther Elbows up- 
on their Knees, and their Hands before their 
Faces ; nor dare lift up their Eyes, until his Ma- 
jefty commands them. When they approach 
him, as foon as they come in View, they aflume 
the fame Pofture; and when they retire, go 
creeping backward, with lke Reverence, it be- 
ing a Crime to turn their Backs upon him, 

As to what pafled between the King and the 
Englifo, he firft caufed them to ftand up; and 
then, in Po» tugueze (which he had learned from 
his Infancy) he demanded the Caufe of their 
Coming. They anfwered, by Pinteado, that they 
were Merchants, and came to exchange the Com- 
modities of their own Country for thofe of his The 
King then defired them to took at thirty or forty 
Kintals * of Pepper, which had lain a long “Time 
in his Storehoufis, and to bring him a Sample of 
their Merchandizes : Thereupon he fent furne of 
his People to conduct the Captain and Merchants 
to the Water-fide ; and others to fetch the Wares 
from the Pinnace to the Court. When they 
were returned, and the Wares feen, the King a- 

reed with the Merchants to provide, in thirty 
Ba 3, the Lading of all their Ships with Pepper ; 
ands in cafe their Goods fhould fall fhort of 
the Value, he offered to give them Credit till 
their next Return. He forthwith fent the Coun- 
try round to gather Pepper, fo that within thirty 
Days no lefa than fourfcore Tuns were brought 
to the Court. 

Mean while the Engl having no Command 
of themfelves, eat fhe Fruita, and drank Palm- 
tree Wine to Excefs; neither could they be kept 
from running continually into the Water to cool 
their Bodies, melting with the Heat of the Chi- 
mate So that not being ufed before to fuch fud- 
den and violent Alterations, it brought on Swel- 
lings and Agues, towards the latter End of the 
Year; whereby three or four, and fometimes 
five, died in a Day. Windam finding his Men 
drop off fo faft, as foon as the thirty Days were 
expired, fent co Captain Prnteado, and the reft, 
to come away forthwith: They let him know 
by Letter, what a great Quantity of Pepper they 
had already procured, and that they daily expeét- 
ed much more , defiring him not to hurry them,

R. Eden obferves, that as in the firft 

Voyage he had delivered rather the Or- 
der of the Hittory, than Courfe of the Naviga- 
tion, which, at that Time, he could get no 
right Information of; fo in this fecond Voyage, 
Jus chief Intent was to give a regular Journal 
thereof, in the fame Words, without any Altc- 
ration, as he received it from one of the chief 
Pilots > employed in the Voyage, a fkilful Navi- 
gator, who committed his Obfervations to Writ- 
ing The Adventurers were Sir George Barne, 
Sir Sohn York, Thomas “Lok, Antony Hickman, 
and Edward Caftelin. Eden tells us, that the 
Author made ufe of nautical Infruments; but 
the Latitudes he gives us, 1f obferved, are not 
exadt.

Ow Occafion of thefe violent Motions of the 
Sea, he relates, that Ru.bard Chancellor told him, 
he heard Sebaftian Cabot fay, that fomewhere 
upon the Coaft of Brafil, or Rw de la Plata (to 
the beft of his Memory) his Ship or Pinnace 
wes fuddenly lifted from the Sea, and caft a good 
way upon Land. 

‘Toucuince the Manners and Nature of the 
People on the Guinea Coafts: Thcir Princes and 
Noblemen pounce and raife their Skins in di- 
vers Figures, like flowered Damafk. And al- 
though they go ina Manner all naked, yet many 
of them, cfpecially their Women, are, as it were, 
laden with Collars, Bracelets, Hoops and Chains, 
either of Gold, Copper or Ivory. I myfelf 
{fays Eden) have one of their Ivory Bracelets, 
Tings B ace- weighing thirty-eight Ounces. It was made of

them off. Some wear alfo on their Legs, great 
Shackles of bright Copper ; which they think to 
be so lefs comely. They likewife make ufe of 
Collars, Bracelets, Garlands and Girdles of eer- 
tain blue Stones like Beads, Some of their Wo; 
men wear on ther bare Arms, certain Fore- 
fleeves, made of Plates of beaten Gold , and on 
their Fingers, Rings of Gold Wire, with a 
Knot or Wreath, like that which Children make 
in Rufh Rings, Among other Things of Gold,

Woights and Mcafures, and are very cicum- 
fpet in them. Whoever would deal with them, 
muft behave civily ; for they will not traffick if 
they be ill ufed. In the firft Voyage it heppen- 
ed, that one of the Eng/ifp Sailors ftole, or took 
away by Force a Adufe (or Civit) Cat from the 
Place they firft touched at, never imagining that 
a Fraud committed in one Place would hinder 
their Trading in another. But althoygh they 
made what hafte they could to the Port they 
next defigned for, yet the News of the Injury 

ot there before them : Which fo offended the 
fahabirants, that they would bring down no Wares 
to the Sea-fide, till fuch Time as the Aggreffor 
had either seftored the Cat, or payed for her at 
their own Price. 

Tuer Houfes are made of four Pofts or Haifs Diet, 
Trees, and covered with Boughs. Their com- 
mon Food 1s Roots, and Fifh, whereof they 
have great Plenty. Among the reft 1s the flying 
Fifth, like thofe in the Hef? Indian Sea. ‘The 
Engl intended to Jay in Provifion of their 
Fits, hut found they would not take Salt : Some 
fay, they muft be eaten forthwith; yet others 
afirm, that being falted immediately after they 
are taken, they will keep ten or twelve Days. 
But what is more ftrange ; Part of the Flefh 
they carried out of England, which putrified 
there, became fweet again at their Return into 
the temperate Climates. 

Txetr Bread is made and baked after an odd Thur Bread, 
Manner, They grind with their Hands between 
two Stones, as much Corn as they think may 
fuffice their Family ; and having thus brought it 
to Flour, make thereof very thin Dough, which 
they flick upon fome Poft of their Houfes ; 
where it 1s baked by the Heat of the Sun, and 
lies till they take 1t down to eat. 

THEY have very fair Wheat, the Ear whereof Ewietens 
is two Handfuls in Length, and as large as a great Cos. 
Bulrufh ; being almoft four Inches about, where 
thickeft. The Stem or Straw feems near as 
thick as a Man’s little Finger ; The Wheat itfelf 
is round lke Peafe, and very white, fhining 
like Pearls, that have loft their Luftre. Al- 
moft the whole Subftance turns intoFlour, making 
little or no Bran. Mr, Eden counted in one Ear, 
two hundred and threefcore Grains, The Ear is 
inclofed in three Blades, each longer. than itfelf,,

Tuerr Drink is either Water, or the Juice 
that drops from the cut Branches of the barren Date 
Trees, called Palmtos: To receive which, they 
hanggither great Gourds at the faidBranches every 
Evening, or elfe fet them underneath the Trees, 
that the Drops may fall therein till Morning. 
They fay, this Liquor taftes much hke Whey, 
but fomewhat more fweet, and pleafant. They 
cut the sBranches in the Evening, becaufe they 
are cloted by the Heat in the Day. They have 
alfo great Beans as big as Chefnuts, and very hard, 
with a Shell inftead of a Hufk. 

WHEN they came home, they found the Keels 
of their Ships quite covered with certain Shells, 
more than two Inches is Length, and wide 
enough to put one’s Thumb in. The Author 
faw the Priny ofe in the Dock almoft covered with 
them; which, in his Opinion, muft have hinder- 
ed her Sailing. They affirm, that in thefe there 
grow certain flimy Subftances, which at length, 
flipping out into the Sca, become thofe Fowls 
which we call Barnacles *. The like Shells have 
been feen on Ships returning from Jreland, but 
not paft half an Inch in Length. Their Ships 
were alfo in feveral Parts caten with the Worms, 
called Bromas and Biffas, whereof Mention 1s 
made in the Decades >. Thefe creep between 
Le Planks, which they eat through in many 

laces.

Guinea in feven Weeks, they could not return in 
lefs than twenty. This they imputed to the 
Wind being continually at Eaft, about the Coaft 
of Cabo Verde , fo that they were forced to fail 
far out of therr Courfe into the Ocean, to find 
a Weft Wind to bring them home, They loft 
this laft Voyage about twenty-four of their Men, 
whereof many died at their Return into the cold 
Climates ; as between the Iflands of Azores and 
England. They brought with them certain black

N Monday the thirtieth of September, they 

left Newport Haven, in the Ife of Wight, 
with two good Ships, the Hart and Hind, both 
of London. The Mafters were Fohn Ralph, and 
Wilham Carter ; being bound to the River de 
‘Seftos in Guinea, and other Ports thereabout, 

Tue Winds were fo various, that it was the 
fourteenth of Ogteber, before they could fetch the 
Road of Dartmouth : Where having continued fix 
Days, the twentieth they warped out, and fet 
Sail, directing their Courfe South-Weft; and 
next Morning they had run, by Eftimation, thirty 
Leagues. 

Tue firft of November, they found themfelves 
in thirty-one Degrees of Latitude, by the Reck- 
oning of their Mafter ; and ran this Day about 
forty Leagues. 

Tue fecond, they failed thirty-fix Leagues. 
had Sight of Porte Santo, 
which 1s a fmall Ifland in thirty-three Degrees 
Latitude, about three Leagues long, and one and 
half broad, poffefled by the Portugueze. It ap- 
pore to them, coming from the North North- 

eft, like two {mal] Hills near together, The 
att End is a high Land, hike a Saddle, caufed 
bya Valley. The Weft End is lower, with cer- 
tain fmal] round Hillocks., The fame Day at 
eleven, they raifed the Ifland of Madera, twelve 
Leagues from Porto Santo, “Towards the South- 
Welt the Land is fair and fruitful ; it is inhabit- 
ed by Portugueze. It appears afar off, like a 

reat Whole Land, and high. By three of the 
Shock, Afternoon, they were athwart of Porte 
Santo, and bore South-Weft, to leave the Ada- 


dera to the Eaft. About three in the Morning, 


they were within three Leagues of the Wett End 
of Madera, and, by Means of the high Hills 
there, were becalmed; having ran, by Compu- 
tation, thirty ues in the Whole. 

THE fourth, they lay ftill, becalmed till one

Note, that thefe Iflands are fixty Leagues trom 
Madera; and that there are three more to the 
Weftward > of Tencriff, named the Grand Ca- 
maria, Forte Ventura, and Lancerot, (inhabited by 
ere) of which Iflands they came not ia 
ight. 


Tus Day alfo they had Sight of Ferra, which Ferro 


is thirteen Leagues to the Southward of the other 
Iflands, and is poffeffed by Spaniards. All this 
Day and Night, by Reafon of the Wind, they 
could not double the Point of Ferro, except they 
had gone to the Weftward of it, which would 
have been much out of their Way. Wherefore 
they tacked about, and ran back five Hours Eaft 
North-Eaft, to the End they might double it up- 
on the next Board, the Wind continuing South- 
Eaft, a Thing which feldom happened upon that 
Coaft; for the Wind blows there, for the moft 
Part, North-Eaft, and Eaft North-Eaft. So up- 
onthe other Board, by next Morning, they were 
in a Manner with the Ifland, and had Room 
enough to double the fame. 

Tue eighth, they kept their Courfe as near 
the Wind as they could ; becaufe being fcanty, 
they could not go their due Courfe to fetch the 
Coaft of Barbary, which was South-Eaft by Eaft. 
They ran this Day and Night twenty-five Leaguess 
the ninth, thirty Leagues; the tenth, twenty- 
five Leagues ; and the twelfth, twenty-four.

fowrlon. Ship, nor one the other, They fhot off divers 
LA\~~ Pieces to the Hind, but fhe heard them not: Af- 
ter Noon, fhe fhot off a Piece which the Hart heard, 
wand anfwered withanother. Half an Hour after, 
the Fog brake up; and they found themfelves 
within four Leagues of the Barbary Shore, in 
fourften Fathom Water : The Bark * alfo came 
and anchored with them, by Reafon of the con- 
trary Wind, When they fell with the Land, 
they could not juftly tell what Part it was; be- 
caufe moft of that Coaft being low Land, one 
has notfing to judge by, but the Shore itfelf, 
which is white like Chalk or Sand, and very 
deep to the very Strand. By the Pilot’s Reckoning, 
they were fixteen Leagues to the Eaft of che River 
del Ore, Here they immediately began to fith, 
and found great Store of what the Portugueze 
commonly fifth for upon that Coaft, which they 
call Pergoffes, and the French, Saders; but the 
Englifh, Salt-water Breams. During the Fog, 
the Ship which they followed, fteered fuch a 
Courfe, that they could fe her no more, by 
Reafon of the fhooting off to find the Hiad again. 

THE thirteenth, Afternoon, the Hart fpied a 
Sail making toward them, which they judged to 
be the Sai] that they faw the Day before. The 
Captain ordered the Hind to weigh Anchor, and 
fail up to her, and manned out the Skiff, either 
to lay her aboard, or to difcern what fhe was, 
The Hart alfo weighed in half an Hour: But 
the Veffel perceiving them, tacked about; and 
fhortly after there fell fuch another Fog, which 
continuing all that Night, they were conftrained 
to leave the Chace. This Afternoon the Wind 
came about, and they bore South-Weft by Weft, 
to get clear of the Coaft. They ran that Night 
fixteen Leagues. 

THe fourteenth, in the Morning, was very 
foggy : Bue about twelve o’ Clock,. they ofpied a 
Caravel of fixty Tons, fidhing; and fent their 
Skiff to her with five Men. 
for Hafte, let flip her Anchor, and fet Gail. 
Which they feesng, purfued her, though without 
any Weapons, and in the End, overtaking, made 
her firike, and brought her away, although there 
were fourteen or fifteen Men aboard, all with 
Arms; but they had not Hearts to refift, Being 
come to Anchor near the Hart, the Captain 
caufed then the Skiff to come for him; and went 
aboard to fee that no Harm fhould be done them, 
nor any Thing taken, but what they were willing 
to {pare for Money.

THE eighteenth, they failed thirty Leagues ; C:p-Blanve, 
and at twelve o’ Clock, by the Reckoning of the 
Pilots, they werethwart of Cape Blan&e. 

THE twenty-fecond, the Pilots reckoned them Cop: Verda 
to be in the Height of Cape Verde. 

THE twelfth of December, they had Sight of Coif af 
the Coaft of Guinea, which as foon as they faw, Cut 
they hauled into the Land North-Eaft ; and about 
twelve o’ Clock at Night, came within lefs than 
d two Leagues of the Shore; then tacked about, 
and found eighteen Fathom Water. Afterwards 
they faw a Light towards the Shore, which they 
took for a Ship; and thereby judging it to be 
the River de Seffos », forthwith caft Anchor, 
armed their Tops, and made all Things ready to 
fight, doubting st might be fome Portugueze or 

renchman * But in the Morning, feeirg no Vef- 
fel, they judged the Light came frora Shore. 
About two Englifs Miles from them, they {pred 
four Rocks, one great, and three fmall. Then 
they proceeded Eaft South-Eaft along the Shore, 
becaufe the Mafter did not well Know the Place; 
but thought they were not fo far Eaft as the Ri- 
ver de Seffos. 

ALt this Land is low, and full of very high zounder and 
Trees along the Shore; fo chat ic is not poffible to Zigérnng, 
know whereabout one 1s, except by the Latitude, 

In thefe twenty-four Hours, they ran fixteen 
Iueagues: For all the Night they had a great 
Gale, with much Thunder and Lightning. 

THE thirteenth, for the moft Part, they ran Dangerous 
Eaft South-Eaft, two Leagues from the Coalt, Shore. 
and found the Land full of Woods,. and great 
Rocks clofe to the Shore, dgainft which the Sea 
beat violently ; the Waves breaking as white as 
Snow, and mounting fo high, that they might 
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that no Buat could land there. At Noon they 
took the Sun, and judged themfelves to be twenty- 
four Leagues to the Eat of the River de Seffos: 
Therefore they flood towards Land, and anchored 
within two Engl Miles of Shore, in fifteen Fa- 
thom Water , where the Sea was ‘fo {mooth, that 
they might have rid by an Hawlfer, That After- 
noon they trimmed the Boat, that fhe might go 
along by the Shore to feck fome Place to water 
in. For they could not turn back again to the b 
River de Se/tos, becaufe both Wind and Current 
is always contrary, the latter running continually 
Eaftwards. 

Tue fourteenth, they went back again along 
the Coaft, and about Noon, the Boats found a 
Watering-place. Being far out at Sea, they met 
with divers Boats of the Country, fmall, long, 
and narrow, with only one Man in each, to 
whom they gave Bread, which they were very 
glad of. bout four o’ Clock, their Boats came 
to them with frefh Water; and this Night they 
anchored againft a River. 

Tue fifteenth, they weighed, and fet Sail to 
go near the Shore. They ‘ounded all the Way, 
and found fometiumes Rocks, fometimes fair 
Ground; and never Jef than feven Fathom at 
the leaft. Within a Mile of Shore, they met with 
feven Fathom and a half; and there anchosed in 
a Manner before the Mouth of the River: It 1s 
called St. Vincent in the Charts; and about a Mile up d 
it, the Boats found very good Water. Th Ri- 
ver heth in four Degrees and half, and is by Efti- 
mation, eight Leagues beyond the §¢/o; + But is 
fo hard to Bnd, that a Boat thal! not difcern it at 
half a Mile Diftance, becaufe the Entrance is 
quite hidden by a Ledge of Rocks; which being 
much broader. than the River, a Boat muft cun in 
a good Day betwixt the Rocks and the Shore, be- 
fore.it come at the Mouth., But the River ifelf 
is very large, and divers others fall into it: How- 
ever Che Entrance is lomewhat iaconvenient, be- 
taufe the Sea runs pretty high 5 but being once 
within, it ig as calm as the Tbames, 

Tauis River is inhabited near the Sea, by avery 
large. Kind of People, who fe li naked; except 
a Clout to cover their Nakednefg, about @ quarter 
of a Yard long, made of the Bark of Trees, 
which will fpin {mall, after the Manner of Linen. 
Some wear, the like upon their Heads, painted 
with divers Colours: But, fox che moft Part, they 
Fo bare headed,. their Hair being clipped, and 

aved in various Manncss. _ Malt of them have 
their Skin raled with divers Works, in Manner 
of a Leather Jerkin. Both Seaes go alike; fo 
that the Women cannot be knowg from the 
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very ugly, and Jong, 
ae of Goat. Yan 
Length, that they lay the

ver with the Skiff, and carried Bafons, Manels, P:pp 


fc, and took that Day, one Hogthead, aed one 
hundred Weight of Grains *, and two Elephant’s 
Tecth, at a reafonable Rate. They fold them, 
both Mancllios, and Margarits, but they liked 
Bafons belt: For each of which, they had about 
thirty Pound [Weight of Grains 5] and for an 
Elephant’s Tooth oF thirty Pound Weight, they 
gave the Negroes fix [Bafons]. 

Tue fixteenth, in the 
fome of every Sort of their Merchandize : But'” 
the Natives made light of them, as well as of 
the Wares they were fo fond of the Day before ; 
offering for Bafons what could not be taken. So 
that this Day they bought not above one hundred 
Pound Weight of Grains, by Means of the Ne- 
gro’s Captain, who would fuffer none to fell any 
Thing, but through his Hands, and at his Price, 
He was fo fubtl, that for a Bafon he would not 
give fifteen Pound Weight of Grains, and fome- 
times would offer {mail Duth-fulls; whereas be- 
fore they had Bafkets full. When he found the 
Engl/b would not cake fuch Quantity, he depart- 
ed, with all the Boats, thinking, belike, that 
they would have followed them, and complied 
with their Terms> But perceiving ther Drift, 
they weighed their Crapnel, and went away,
